Our Trade With U. 8. ‘ 
Despite the defeat of reciprocity 
and the keeping up of the tariff re- 
strictions against trade between Can- 
ada and the United States, the signi- 
ficant fact is shown by the trade re- 
turns for the twelve months ending 
with February last that Canada’s to- 
tal trade with her neighbor to the 
south irgseased during the year by 
$63,582.24, or about fifteen per cent., 
while trade with Great Britain in- 
creased by only $18,342,157, or not 
quite eight per cent. Canada’s total 
trade with the United States for the 
twelve months was $453,225,632, -and 
with Great Britain, $260,672,657. 

The Dominion’s aggregate trade 
with the world was $847,372,738, an 
increase of $93,432,178, of which 
$81,820,639 was in imports. Exports 
|of domestic products, which totalled 
$285,607,342, increased by only $9,- 
455,768. The Dominion’s total trade 
with the United States is, therefore, 
considerably more than half of the 
total trade with all the world, and is 
increasing at a more rapid rate than 
with any other country.

‘This losing game,” said the chair- 
man of the commission, “where there | 
is an insufficient support from the | 
people, and where there are certain 
operating expenses which cannot be 
overcome, and which would scarcely 
Se covered by the amount of business 
handled, is beyond doubt the reason | 
for the move. We can't get the grain | 
to handle to make it a paying busi: | 
ness,” { 

Mr. McCuag was not aware of the 
plans of the government for the fu- 
ture, but said that the elevators would 
all be empty by August 31, and the 
plants will be ready for either sale | 
or lease to private individuals or com- 
paniess. There are a total of 172 ele- 
vators in the system, with a total ca- 
pacity of about 4,300,000 bushels 
roughly speaking. The chairman was 
of the firm opinion that {t was not | 
becanse the business methods of the | 
commission were unsound that the* 
failure was. recorded, but rather the 
entire trouble lay in the non-support 
of the grain producers generally.

; with corn, The May crop of the Unit- 
(ed States Agricultural Department 
will be issued shortly. Among other 
things it will give an estimate of the 
winter wheat acreage abandoned and 
the condition of the growing crops 
as on May Ist. No doubt it will indi- 
cate the prospect of a very small 
‘crop of winter wheat. Mr. B. W.! 
Snow, the crop expert, has issued his 
May report, and puts the condition 
of the United States winter wheat at 
75.9 with an abandonment of 18.2 per 
cent. of the acreage planted, Indicat- 
ing a probable yield of 358,000,000 bu, 
against 431,000,000 bu. the final gov- 
ernment egtimate for the yield of 
1911, As a rule, Mr. Snow's estimate 
and the government estimate are 
very close to each other. The lowest 
estimate of conditions on May 1st by 
the government in the last fourteen 
years was 76.2 in 1899.

The gospel by Matthew is in a spe- 
| chal sense the gospel of the kingdom, 
)and the key word of the kingdom 1s 
| righteousness, absolutely perfect ac- 
| cording to the interpretation of the 
commandments here given by our 
Lord, from which we learn that a sin- 


| ful look breaks a command as much

js an act, and from Jas. ii, 10, we 


learn that “whosoever shall keep the 
Whole law end yet offend in one point 
is guilty of all.” It must be an in- 
ward righteousness of the heart, not 
like that of the Pharisees, of whom 
our Lord said that, although they ap- 
peared righteous outwardly to men, 
they were within fuil of hypocrisy 
and iniquity, outwardly whited sepul- 
chres, inwardly all uncleanness (Matt. 
xxiii, 26-28). In our lesson He says in 
no case can such righteousness enter 
the kingdom (verse 20), and in Isa, 
ixiv, 6, we are told that all our right- 
eousnesses are as filthy rags. Con- 
cerning the kind that God requires 
we are told, “There is none righteous 
; ho not one,” and when we are 
; brought face to fae with the law 
every mouth {is stopped and all the 
world guilty before God (Rom, fil, 10, 
18), Men have many standards. God 
has but one, called “the righteousness 
of God” (Rom, fll. 6, 22; x, 3; Il. Cor. 
v, 21). In verse 17 of our lesson He 
said that He came to fulfill the law 
and the prophets, and to John the 
Bantist He said: “It becometh us to 
fulfill all righteousness" (iff, 15). 
There was neither flaw nor failure in 
His righteousness. He could truth- 
fully say: “! do always those things 
that please the Father,’ and the Father 
testified concerning Him: “This is my 
heloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased” (John vill, 29; Matt. fil, 17; 
xvil, 5). He was the Lamb without 
blemish and without spot. He knew 
no sin; He was holy, harmless, unde- 
filed and separate from sinners (I, 
Peter, i, 19; {{, 22; II. Cor. v, 21; Heb. 
| Nii, 26). His was righteousness  in- 
j deed, and nothing short of His per- 
fect righteousness cun enable any one 
to appear before God acceptably. The 
case on our side is therefore utterly 
| hopeless as far as any efforts of ours 
| are concerned, for “by the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be justi- 
fied in His sight" (Rom. fil, 20). The 
very best that man can _ do 
comes far short of His perfect 
righteousness. What a gloomy out- 
vised means whereby we need not be 
vised means whereby we seed not be 
driven away from Him (II, Sam, xiv, 
14). Not only did the Son of God 
give in His life a sample of the per- 
fect righteousness which God re- 
quires; but, having no sin of lis own, 
He bare our sins in His own body on 
the tree. There was laid on Him the 
inlquity cf us all, He was made a sin 
offering for us, and when we plead 
guilty and receive Him we become 
tecepted in Him and He is accepted 
for us, as it is written in the law con- 
cerning the guilty man and his per- 
fect offering, “It shall be accepted for 
him" (Lev. i, 4). The priest had no 
heed to examine the man—-he pleaded 
guiliy—but he did examine the sacri- 
fice, and if it was without blemish, 
according to the law, the guilty man 
dentifying himself with his perfect 
sacrifice by laying his hand upon it 
was accepted because of his sacrifice, 
and the blood was shed, the life laid 
down, for it Js the blood that maketh 
| an atonement for the soul (Lev. xvii, 
11; Heb. ix, 22). What a wonderful 
redemption it is, and wholly of the 
Lord, He took my place as a guilty 
one and suffered in my stead, making 
an end of my sins, that I might take 
His place before God, clothed with His 
righteousness, How wonderfully beau- 
/ tiful are such words as “justified free- 
{ ly by His grace”; “made unto us wis- 
dom, righteousness, sanctification, re- 
demption’; “in whom we have re- 
demption through His blood, the for. 
wiveness of sins.” Yet there are mul- 
titudes in so called Christian lands 
churchgoers and church embers, 
who, being ignorant of Goa’s right- 
susness and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, have uct sub- 
mitted themselves to the righteous: 
tess Of God, not understanding that 
. hrist is the end of the law for right- 
eousness to every one that belleveth 
(Rom, x, 8, 4; ili, 24; % Cor, 1, 30; 
(1. Cor. vy, 21; Eph. f, 6, 7). If our 
leyes have been opened to see thege 
l glorious truths, let us joyfully sing, 
“T will greatly refoice in the Lord; my 
; soul shall be joyful in my God, for He 
lhath clothed me with the garment of 
He hath covered me with 
ithe robe of righteousness” (Isa. ixi, 
| 10). As quickivy as Joshua, the high 
priest, lost hig filthy sarments and the 
| devil for a companion and received 
beantiful raiment and the Lord for his 
friend (Zech, fil, 1-5), so quickly may 
anv sinner who is ready to plead 
gniltvy and receive as a free gift the 
| perfect righteousness of God in Christ
